Major General George Van Horn Moseley, 
retired, yesterday told an audience of big finan- 
ciers at the Waldorf-Astoria Hotel to prepare 
for a massacre of their “domestic enemies.” 

This massacre, he said, would make 
those massacres now recorded in history, 


look like peaceful church parades.” 

The fascist general also paved the way for another 
Reichstag fire. He said that if Washington burned down 
“it might be one definite way of reducing bureaucracy.” 

The speech was made be- 
fore the luncheon of the an- 
nual meeting of the New 
York Board of Trade. It was 
a fascist, incendiary, trea- 
sonable speech, which re- 
flected the feelings of many 
of the big bankers, indus- 
trialists and railroad and 
utilities magnates before 
him. 

APPLAUD APPEALS TO 
MASSACRE 

Big business men inter- 
rupted the general’s incite- 
ment to arson and massacre 
with ripples of applause. 
They clapped every attack 
he made on the New Deal. 

Two hundred and fifty or more business men were 
present in the hotel’s Empire Room, where the luncheon 
was held.

General Moseley, former commander of the Fourth 
Army Corps Area, is the same gold-braided traitor whom 
Secretary of War Woodring branded as “flagrantly dis- 
loyal” September 30. The War Secretary put the stamp 
of disloyalty on Moseley when the general retired from 
the army and denounced the government of his Com- 
mander-in-Chief, President Roosevelt, as “alien” and called 
for the violent overthrow of the democratically elected 
New Deal administration.

ROME, Dec. 14 (UP).—The Fas- 
cist Cabinet today decided to spend 
$526,250,000 on armaments today be- 
cause of “the general situation.” 

With Italy's relations with France 
placed under heavy strain, the Fas- 
cist regime will spend «a total of 
$435,676,000 on military forces under 
the 1939-40 budget as the first in- 
stallment of the program. 


For the fiscal year beginning next 
July 1, army, navy and air force 
appropriations total 8,257,000, 000 
lire $435,675,750), compared to 
5.799, 000,000 lire ($305,317,450) in 
the current year.

Building Circulation 


PHILADELPHIA. 

EAR Mike Gold—Any ten people could correct Homer, 
but only Homer could write Homer. That’s the way 
I feel about the Daily Worker, and the interesting com- 
ment of J. S. qn my plea that writers and other cultural 
workers do not read the “Daily” as a rule, and should. 
And that a program to get this type of reader should be 
carried out. J. S. suggests some improvement in lan- 
guage, in the writing of the paper. That's another story. 
I maintain that, just as it exists today, the Daily Worker 
should be read by writers and cultural workers as a rule, 
not as an exception. It is important, to the working class, as well as its 
progressive allies, that cultural workers read the Daily. They can be 
gotten to read it, as it is, if the seriousness of getting this audience is 

recognized, and a plan worked out and carried out to get them. 

My main point was that we are thinking and acting about circula- 
tion almost entirely in direct relation to a mass audience. And that 
is the fundamental job. But in addition to this audience that the 
“Daily” can reach directly, there is an audience of millions reached by 
writers and workers in other cultural fields (including teachers, etc.). 
By getting even a few hundred more cultural workers to read the 
“Daily.” this paper, indirectly, reaches millions that it cannot reuch 
by itself. I proposed, therefore, a concrete circulation drive among 
writers and allied workers. 

The point that J. 8. stresses, that cliches and abstract language— 
the “lexicon of oratorical jargon"—should be replaced by concrete and 
crisp language, applies with even greater force to the fundamental, 
working-class audience, at which the “Daily” aims. The better the 
paper is written for workers, the better it will be written for their 
allies in cultural fields. We are all at fault to some degree in this 
respect. And the reason is that we tend to stress the content n what 
we have to say, rather than the means of bringing that content con- 
crétely before a definite class of readers, the working class This is a 
jong story, and another story. Meanwhile, there is no doubt that we 
are improving right along, and will continue to do so, But the “Daily” 
is certainly good enough right now to be an essential reading diet for 
cultural workers. Shouldn’t we aim to get them with a definite circu- 
lation program?—WALTER LOWENFELS. 

P. 8. — J. 8. mentions, in passing, “Socialism must come, by and 
large, through the united efforts of all proletarians, and the people 
whom we refer to as ‘the bourgeoisie’ must, as such, go the way of 
pre-historic animals.”

He calls Toles a ‘‘stovelid,” a particularly insulting term to 
Wegroes, attacks the Daily Worker as a “scurvy throwaway for the 
great unwashed” whose office is a “cesspool,” whose readers are crum- 
bums.” He calls this writer “Hi Punko,” “Mysterious Moe,” “Illiterate 
Hat“ and other such choice bits of literacy. He spite his foul slime 
at the Soviet Union, constant champion of equality and sportsman- 


„„ e filthy mind in a filthy body, that’s the motto of 


the USSR.” He threatens to “come down and clean out the joint.” 
The welter of foul personal abuse as an argument, the blustering 
threats of violence, Storm trooper spirit and gutter language of the 
piece sound as though they might have come from Hitler, Streicher 
and Goering. It must have given pause to many a Post reader who 
“brings the paper home for his family to read. 

So openly angi-Semitic were several parts of his column that the 
Post found it necessary to delete them from later editions.
